ashore, or of possibly seeing it at sea from 
tha deck of llie sleamer. He arrived at 
Panama, without hearing anything of his 
sou's remains, and supposing them to bo 
hopelessly lost, camo on to this city.

the last mail he lias received a Idler in- 
forming him lhat on the 20lh of October the 
coffin was found on the beach of Boca 
Cliica, near Key West, off the coast of 
Florida, and there buried. The inscription 
on the coffin gavo the finders a clue to its 
destination, and they addressed a note to 
Wells, Fargo & Co., who wrote'to Wake- 
field. Orders were transmilledto have the 
remains again disinterred and forwarded to 
Wakefield, where they have now probably 
found Iheir last resting place.
